Melbourne people experienced one of their most 
miserable winter days for many years last 
week when the most drastic power restrictions 
ever to be imposed paralysed the city for 28 


hours. 


The cuts were made necessaty 
by o sloppage called by 23 
unions in support of demands 
for higher wages and better 
conditions. They want similar 
pay ‘and conditions to those of 
electricity workers in NSW — 
regardicss of the discomfort and 
inconvenience It caused to the 
general public. 


This is what the 28-hour 
“brownout" did: at least 100,000 
workers were stood down with 
o loss of pay totalling ‘about 
£500,000. Melbourne's three 
television stations had to close 
down for 24 hours. Penk-hour 
tram and train services in Mel- 
bourne were cut by half. Radio 
stations were opcrating with 
emergency plants, but only 
poor. pie with battery sets could 

iste regularly. Radios were 
banned except at regular news 
bulletin times. 


Worst of all houscholders 
were allowed to use only two 
electric lights at one time, and 
the ‘use of electric henters, hot- 
water systems and TV re- 
ccivers was banned completely. 
It was a grim night for Mel- 
the threat of 
another dose unless the State 
Electricity Commission bows to 
the union's demands.

But in spite 
of the law, prostitution js st{ll 
carried on. 

After the operator of one 
Guide Club and his wife had 
been arrested recently and 


charged with violating the anti- 
prostitution law, police here 
warned visitors to Tokyo; Japan- 
ese as well as foreign, against 
the activilles of these pluces, 

According to the police, in- 
vestigations showed that more 
than 60 such clubs or similar or- 
ganisations exist In Tokyo. Most 
of them are engaged in prostitu- 
tion. In addition, about 53 call- 
ail groups are operating in the 
city. 


Difficult task 


But, although these groups are 
known to exist, it Is difficult to 
restrict thelr operation because: 

1, On the surface, they were 
legltimate Guide Clubs. 

2. They do not give their od- 
dress, only telephone numbers. 

3. If followed, the girls take 
their customers to a cinema oro 
coffee shop. 

4. Even if cnught in the act of 
prostitution, the girls can say 
that they are doing It for “love”, 
not for monty.

A boy 
handed out posters on the atrects 
edvertising the services of the 
girls, Some operators advertise 
their “Guide cubs” In the local 
hewspapers, 

Then, under a revised system, 
tho customers were charged 5,000 
yen (£5), of which — girt 
teceived 2,000 yen and the club 
3,000 yen. 

After an argument over poy- 
ment with the Club operator, 
onc of tho girls went to the 
police and lodged a complaint. 

Since they tightened restric- 
tlons on the operations of whe 
Guide Clubs, the police say, 
has become more difficult to find 
them, Instead of boys handing 
out handbills on the strect, pleocs
